To answer your payment question, none of our participants ever pay anything out of pocket. 
We use our grants and work with the Worksouorce Centers in order to fund all the 
trainings. Since all our participants are enrolled through the Worksource Centers, they 
also have access to free supportive services like bus passes, gas cards, tools or clothing 
needed for job interviews, etc. So, as long as they are eligible for enrollment at the 
Worksource Centers (which does require them to have authorization to work in the US), they 
would not have to pay for anything related to our programs.
